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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


OF RICHMOND, N. H., 


FoR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH IST, 1895. 





In compliance with the laws of the State, the School Board 
presents to the citizens the ninth annual report under the town 
district system. 

We have maintained the same number of schools as last year 
with the same of weeks. The summer schools did not meet 
with the success desired. It seems almost impossible to obtain 
teachers that prove successful in all the requirements. The fall 
schools were very successful, there being but little to censure. 

Three of our teachers were graduates of normal schools. 
With what experience we have had with teachers who have had 
normal school training, we think it pays to employ such. It 
looks reasonable that a teacher, however well educated herself 
in the branches to be taught, who has had special training in the 
best methods for imparting that knowledge she has acquired, 
will be more capable of instrueting pupils, than one who has 
had no such training. 

We do not claim that normal schools make teachers, for 
teachers are born, not made; but we do believe, that other 
things being equal, those who have had the best training for 
their work, will give the most satisfactory results. 

As we have said, it is very difficult to secure teachers who 
will be equally successful in all schools. But the School Board 
do their best to secure the right teachers. 
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If the parents will take more active interest in school work, 
and give their children the best influence possible at home to 
stimulate them to do their best in school, for the benefit they 
will receive when they are men and women, there is no reason 
why our schools will not make a rapid advancement in the right 
direction. 3 

We should aspire to raise the standard of our public schools 
so that the boys and girls who may not have a chance for ad- 
vantages higher than our schools can give, can go out into 
active life equipped with sufficient education to be a credit to 
the town. And those who desire a higher course can enter 
without any further preparation than our schools can give. 
Parents, think of. this, and let the record for 1895 be a good 
one in regard to the attendance of the pupils, and visits by pa- 
rents, both fathers and mothers, for it is by this record our 
_ town is judged of its interest in education.

Some repairs have been made on No. 13. One side of the 
roof has been shingled, the plastering repaired, and a new 
floor in the ante-room, &c. ‘The other side of the roof should 
be shingled, and the inside whitewashed and painted. 

No. 6 needs general repairs inside. 


SCHOOL BOOKS, 
The New Franklin Readers have been replaced by The New 
Normal Series. No other changes have been made in “text 
books. Another year there should be a change in Arithmetics. 
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We are, it seems, expending too much for transportation of 
scholars. How it can be avoided remains for a future decision. 
The transportation from No. 1 to No. 2 has been done at a less 
expense than it would have been to establish another school, 
making the school in No. 2 larger and more interesting ; but 
there are bills for transportation that should be dispensed with. 
Itis thought by some that scholars living over one and one- 
half miles from school must’be carried. Such is not the case, 
as the law knows no limit. 

We regret to report the loss by death of one member of our 
School Board, Mr. J.-L. Howard. He was a min interested in 
education, and faithful in al! positions of public trust to which 
he had been chosen. : 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


No. 2 is one of the largest schools in town, being composed 
of pupils from what were formerly districts No. 1, 2 and 14. 

Both summer and fall terms were under the instruction of the 
same enthusiastic teacher of the fall of last year. She has a gen- 
uine love for her work, particularly of teaching young pupils, 
and works, with untiring energy, to bring her school up to a 
high standard. The parents in this school are interested, and 
encourage both teacher and pupils by frequent visits. 

In No. 4, an excellent teacher was procured for the summer 
term, who bid fair to have a successful term, but was obliged to 
leave on account of sickness, at the end of four weeks. Another 
was substituted for two weeks, but the school board thought best: 
to close the school at the end of that time. ‘The fall term of 
eighteen weeks was taught by a teacher of one of our schools in > 
the summer, and considerable improvement was made. It 
would be much to the advantage of the pupils of this school to 
attend a school where there are larger classes. 

In No. 5, we were fortunate in again securing the services of 
the same teacher for both terms, who was so successful in the 
fall term of 1893. She was found to be ever faithful in the dis- 
charge of her duties, seeking to elevate the character of her. 
pupils, encouraging them onward and upward to positions of 
true manhood and womanhood. ‘Those who have followed the 
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progress of this school during the past three terms, and have 
seen the children at work, will not fail to observe the thorough- 
ness of their work, the good discipline, and the general good 
influence that has prevailed. Perhaps some who have not been 
in favor of normal schools will change their minds when they 
can see the effect of the teaching of several successive terms 
in the same school. The parents in this district are deserving 
of a share of credit for their interest in visiting the school, and 
their co-operation with the teacher in all needed requirements. 

In No. 6, the summer term was taught by a young lady who 
came well recommended, but who did not prove well adapted to 
govern a school and interest the pupils in doing their best, so 
the school was not as successful as it should have been. The 
fall term was in charge of a graduate of the State Normal 
School with excellent results. Her work here showed the evi- 
dence of good training. A good degree of interest and harmony 
- was manifest, and the progress was commendable. We are 
sorry to report such a record of attendance as the register 
shows. Absent marks in case of sickness are, of course, ex- 
cusable, but tardy marks are a disgrace to any school and 
should be so considered by every parent and pupil. 

No. 13 was in charge of a teacher of several terms’ experi- 
ence. She labored faithfully and with fair results. The teacher 
of the fall term was a graduate of the Murdock school. She is 
evidently a person well adapted for the work of teaching, and 
the school made good improvement. We were much pleased 
with the exercises in physical culture, and would like to see 
them in all our schools. ‘This is a school that needs more en- 
couragement from the parents. It always stimulates children 
to do their best if they feel that father and mother are to visit 
school, and know and appreciate their work.
